A COACH in which a number of young 
people from San Francisco, Cal., who were 
camping out in the vicinity, were taking a 
ride, went over the bank of the turnpike 
near Felton, June 23, killing Misses Iva 
Crowdery, Eva Massey, Celia Scott and 
Master George Scott, and seriously injuring 
ne Burr, Burling and William Mock- 
ex. 

AvGustus RosEnsera and W. S. 
Carpenter were drowned while bathing at 
Big Rapids, Mich., the other evening. 

AT Atchison, Kans., June 24, S. Har- 
rison and W. Wilson, negroes, had a dis- 
pute about some money matters and ad- 
journed to a basement to fight it out. While 
Harrison was laying down his coat, Wilson 
picked up a chair and broke his antagonist’s 
neck. 

JACK SHELDON, Thomas Beeson, and 
Wm. Beavers, in jail at Neosho, Mo., threw 
somelime in Jailer Nutt’s face, June 24, 
knocked down the guard, and made a dash 
for freedom. Nutt’s son shot Beeson down 
about 200 yards from the jail. A hundred 
citizens started after the others, and Beay- 
ers was recaptured a mile from jail. Shel- 
doen took refuge in the woods, where he was 
surrounded and shot down. 

THE Mississippi Valley Amateur Row- 
ing Association races at Creve Cour Lake, 
Mo., June 23 and 24, were close and exciting. 
The Modocs won the barge prize. The Min- 
nesota, Burlington, Farragut, and Excelsior 
crews all got a trephy. 

A WAVE nearly twelve feet high swept 
along theshore of Lake Erie, from Paines- 
ville to Cleveland, Ohio, the other morning, 
accompanied by a roar like thunder, the 
wind shifting from south to north. The un- 
dertow did great damage at Cleveland. <A 
lot of steel rails weighing twenty tons were 
thrown back ten feet, and one man was 
swept out into the lake and drowned. 


GOVERNOR CRITTENDEN has pardoned 
the St. Louis gamblers. 

Tue store-house of the Pacific Mills, 
Lawrence, Mass., burned the other night. 
W. A. Hodges and George Remick, firemen, 
Were suffocated. Loss on stock and build- 
ing estimated at $100,000. 


THomas J. Foster, representing Fort 
W -yne in the Indiana Senate, and publisher 
of the Journal, killed himself with a revoly- 
er the other day. 

TuHeE Jones spice mills, together with 
the Pacific docks, at Portland, Oreg., 
burned on the 25th. Losses will reach $200,- 
000. 

A TERRIFIC storm swept along the 


Platte River in Nebraska on the 25th. The 
corn was badly beaten down in the southern 


part of Saunders County, and the small 
grain utterly ruined. Two houses were 
blown down in Wahoo. A two-story barn 
was carried fifty feet through theair. A 
herd of 125 ponies were swept by the storm 
eight miles southward over the fields and 
through wire fences. Nota pane of glass 
was left in the windows facing west. The 
school-house at Clear Creek was completely 
wrecked. P 

THERE is an outbreak on the Mesca- 
lero reservation, caused by the killing of an 
escaped prisoner from Fort Union whom 
the Indian police were attempting to arrest. 
Lieutenant Llewellyn was shot twice while 
endeavoring to quiet his wards, but is sus- 
tained by the principal chiefs. Three com- 
panies of cavalry were dispatched from Fort 
Stanton. : 

A WATER-sPouUT chased a train into 
La Fayette, Ind., June 24. It whirled rocks 
and immense trees along in its course, but 
spent its fury before it caughtup. The 
steeple of St. Paul’s Cathedral at Indianapo- 
lis was blown off and several other build- 
ings damaged on the 25th. 

.H. Smita, a saloon-keeper at Chico, 
Cal., killed his wife, June 25, and was taken 
to jail, where he took a dose of poison in 
order to disappoint a large party of lynchers 
who were trying to get at him. 

A BuGGY race near St. Joseph, Mo., 
on the 25th, ended in a collision. Mr. H. T. 
Below was fatally injured, and his wife and 
a lady friend were badly hurt. 

ALL the anthracite coal companies of 
Pennsylvania have made a voluntary ad- 
vance of 10 per cent. in the pay of miners. 

DisGuIsED assassins fatally shot 
Thomas Magoghe, a constabulary pension- 
er, while sitting in the lodge of a wealthy 
farmer at Kilkellar, Ireland, June 25.

MR. MORGAN’S resolution for a committee 
of investigation into the labor strikes, their 
cause and remedy, came up in the Senate, 
June 2] and was referred to the Comm 
on Education and Labor with instructions 
report within one week. Consideration of 
the House bill to allow national banking as- 
sociations to extend their corporate exists 
ence was then resumed........ In the House 
the bill for a congressional library buil 
was laid over till December. The bill pass 
to bridge the Mississippi at New Boston. The 
bill to reduce internal taxes occupied the rest 
of the session, a large number of amendments 
being offered. 

A COMMUNICATION from Joseph F. Smith, 
President of the convention of citizens, 
Utah, transmitting an application for the ad- 
mission of that Territory into the Union asa 
State, with a copy of the proposed Constitu- 
tion, was presented in the senate, June 22, 
and referred. Bills passed appropriating $33,- 
000 for Arctic observations at Lady Franklin 
Bay and Alaska; granting right of way 
through the Indian territory to the Missis- 
ippi, Albuqurque & Inter-Ocean Railway. 
House bill to enable national banks to con- 
tinue their corporate existence then was dis- 
cussed and finally passed—34 to 13 .....In 
the House, the bill to reduce internal 
taxes was defeated. Mr. Morrison 
opposed the bill because it reduced 
taxes least burdensome and retained those 
most burdensome. Mr, Hatch, of Missouri, 
advocated the proposed amendment allowing 
farmers and planters to sell tobacco of their 
own production without the payment of spe- 
cial license. Messrs. Page, Aiken and Reagan 
announced that they would vote against the 
bi, and the committee rose. 

AN amendment to the rules relating to the 
presiding officer occupied the morning hour 
in the Senate, June 23. Referred. Bills 
— Te accept and ratify agreement with 

hoshone and Bannock Indians for the sale 
of a portion of their reservation in Idaho, re, 
quired for the Utah & Northern Railroad, and 
to muke the necessary appropriation for car- 
rying out same; creating the Oregon Short 
Line Company, in Utah, Idaho and Wyo- 
ming Territories; to pay for the use by Gov- 
ernment of the Protestant Orphan Asylum 
property at Natchez; for the relief of settlerg 
and purchasers of public lands in Nebraska 
and Kansas. House bill to establish a uni- 
form system of bankruptcy came up. Mr, 
Hoar moved as a substitute a measure sub- 
stantially identical with what is known asth@q 
Lowell bill. Laidover. House resolutions 
commemorative of Representative Allen, 
of Missouri, were received, and, af;

Hutter was terribly bruised and 
mangled, his long beard being entirely 
pulled out. The Indian was chased, cap- 
tured, and lodged in ‘jail. On the 26th a 
party of citizens took him out and hanged 
him toa telegraph pole. 

At Frenchburg, Menifee County, Ky., 
the other day, Joe, Sam and William Roth- 
well, three young men, attempted to re- 
yenge upon James B. Day, the Town Mar- 
shal,the arrest of a friend named Poore. In 
the melee which ensued Day and Joe Roth- 
well were killed. 

Free in a boarding-house at Manches- 
ter, N. H., dn the 26th, forced Mary Sulli-

When his weapons came he shot the alliga- 
tor twelve times with a Smith & Wesson 
pistol and four times with a shot-gun, and 
then buried an ax in its head in eight places. 
After all this life was not extinct for twelve 
hours afterward. All the pistol balls, how- 
ever, did not enter. Fully half of them 
glanced harmlessly from the tough hide and 
went singing away through space. The 
monster was over ten feet long and weighed 
fully 300 pounds. The horse was badly in- 
jured.

A novel but profitable industry in the 
mountains of Tennessee is that of collecting 
roots (mostly laurel).

The roots frequently weigh from 75 to 150 
pounds. There is a constant demand, and 
good prices are paid for them by the ton.

Your very sulubrious climate, pure water, 
exceedingly picturesque scenery, fertile 
soil, and the abundant resources for the 
accumuiation of wealth and independence 


ployed in mining, manufacturing X&c, are 
considerations that go far to tempt one in 
as highly a favored couutry as Indiana to 
‘pall up stakes” and seek a homesin your

I grant you that the cause of the serious 
disadvantages you suggest is, aud has been 
for a series of yeurs the grest obstacle iv 
the way of a tide of immigration from the 
North setting in that would supply to your 
section of couutry the additivnal labor aud 
-apital you veed. 


Naturally enough at the close of the war 
there existed iu the South a feeling ayaiust 
Northern people, began as it was in sect- 
ional strife years ago, aud continued in a 
sanguinary conflict that cultimuted at iast 
in rivers of blood and tears—a prejudice 
that shut up the avenues of fraternal sym-

Capital is timid, and where the ballot 
of the citizen is not respected aud houest- 
ly counted, it is not likely to go. The spir- 
it which would prompt a legislature to en- 
act laws for the purpose of keepiug one 
party in office and counting the other party 
out throngh fraud, and makes detection 
and punishment of fraud iu elections im- 
possible, might with equal justice cause 
legislation or controlling influences adverse 
in other respects to the prosperity and 
welfare of those who differ with them. To 
defraud a man out of his office is no better 
than to defraud him out of his property. 


And the party that seeks to continue in 
power through fraud should meet the hos- 
tility of every good citizen who does not 
want to be practically disfranchised aud 
who desires the growth and prosperity of 
the State. That your elections are fraudu- 
lently conducted is no longera disputed 
question. 

Iam rejoiced to see that prejudice is 
breaking down and the bright dawning of 
anera of reason and fraternal feeling, 
admitting of the realization of the gsand 
fact that we are one people, possessing vi- 
tal interests in common with each other. 

I have made the acquaintance of some 
of your citizens and without exceptions 
they seemed to appreciate the fact that the 
mingling together of the good people of 
the North and South would discover to 
each that they are one people in every es- 
sential sense of the word, which has seem- 
ingly not been the case in the past. My 
experience of a few days in your city led 
me to conclude that you have as good peo- 
ple in Huntsville as tne Sun ever shown 
apon, and also that the Southern people 
generally merit the reputation they have 
for years enjoyed, of being the: most hos- 
pital and warm hearted of all people on 
earth,

Ebave atlast found another legisla- 
tive assembly which, in the courtesy of 
its manners and promptness of its work, 
rivals the Massachusetts House of Rep- 
résentatines: “It ithe@hamber of Dep- 
uties, or the Certes, here. I remember 
saying the same thing of the Hungarian 
Diet nine years ago. In these three 
bodies of representatives it has seemed 
to me that representative institutions 
are more favorably illustrated than in 
any others, perhaps twenty in all, which 
I have seen in thea world. I was fortu- 





nate yesterday in witnessing and hear-_ 


ing the debate which the journals re- 
gard as the most exciting of the session 
and which brought to the front several 
of their most distinguished speakers. 
The house is a little larger than our 
Representative Chamber in Boston, not 
quite so well proportioned, I thought, 
but arranged on the same plan, as I 
suppose are most such houses in the 
world, the Howse of Commons being the 
great exception. The seats rise boldly 
from the level of the floor in the 
amphitheater. They are all of red 
velvet except: the Ministerial chair, 
which is the front bench right. of the 
Speaker, and is of dark blue. They con- 
stantly allude to el banco azwi. _ All the 
Ministers were present yesterday, Sa- 
gasta at their head. +Martinez and Sa- 
gasta both spoke. : 
There is a tribune for speakers, as in 
France, in front of the President. But 
while everyone uses it in France no one 
chose to use it here. The speakers 
stood in their seats, exactly as in our 
Legislature. There are large and ele- 
cant lobbies and refreshment rooms all 
around the house, and it is clear enough 
that usually these may have as many 
members in them as the chamber. But 
as I have said, it was not so yesterday. 
The subject of discussion was the in- 
troduction of the jury into their system 
of jurisprudence. Four or five times 
has the jury been tried in Spanish juris- 
prudence since 1872, and as often 
thrown out again, in one or other reac- 
tion. It seems to be agreed on all 
hands that the present Government 
party, or at least that part of it known 
as theConstitutionals, had declared jury 
trials to be one of their demands before 
they were in power. Now they are in 
they are keeping their pledge by a re- 
arrangement of the whole judicial sys- 
tem, and they declare with great earn- 
estness that jury trial is to be a part of 
this scheme. The bill which the Gov- 
ernment supports has been reported by 
a commission, has passed the Senate, 
and for two or three days has been be- 
fore the House. Atthis juncture, a3 I 
understand the matter, the leaders of 
the **Democratic-Monarchic” party, one 
of the largest sections of the opposition, 
finding that there were members of the 
‘‘Liberal-Dynasty,’? or Government 
party, who thought the bill did not go 
far enough, really hoped to make a 
breach in that strong body on this ques- 
tion. Senor Linarez Rivas introduced, 
as anamendment, a mre out-and-out 
bill. The speaking on Friday had de- 
veloped the fact that there was some 
little uncertainty in the Government 
camp, and yesterday, therefore, became 
a field-day in which everybody of note 
took oceasion to define his position, not 
so much in regard to jury trial as in re- 
gard to everything else in the political 
history of the last twentv years. : 
Sagasta, who is a very wise and very 
eloquent man, closed with one of his 
brave and spirited speeches, and carried 
the house with him triumphantly. The 
scission, if there had been any, was 


quite too small to be important, and the | 


other parties in opposition had no care 
to play into the hands of the ‘*Demo- 
cratic-Monarchists.’’ It was, therefore, 
a brilliant debate and nothing more. 

What interested me most, as a stran- 
ger, was the real dignity and decorum 
of the whole scene in the midst of the 
excitement, often intense, of people of 
a southern race, to whom the whole 
business is still experimental. They 
cry, ** Hear, hear,’’ as in England; they 
ery, **Very well,’ ** Good,’? and in 
other ways applaud. You. hear occa- 
sional hisses, but F was not sure but 
these came from the gallery. The 
speaking was too personal, and the 
President, a fine old Roman, held them 
up quite closely when this happened. 
But all this was still dignified. Noman 
looked at a newspaper or pretended to 
read. Every man sat as if he were list- 
ening. When, on the report of a dis- 
tinguished speaker, the lobbies emptied 
themselves and a hundred men filled 
the vacant spaces to the right and left 
of the chair, no man presumed to cross 
to his own seat, if thus he would have 
to pass between the President and the 
orator. If you saw any one in that 
range you were sure it was one of the 
pages or other officers of the house. 

They all speak with perfect ease, no 
man with “any scrap of paper in -his 
hand. The hall is not bad for the voice, 
and one can hear any speaker easily in 
the gallery. They claim the floor, as I 
think they do in France, in advance, so 
that the President has a little list of men 
who wish to Speak, and, from time to 
time, he tells who they are. I fancy 
there is a rule prohibiting men from 
speaking more than once, forI observed 
almost every one spoke ‘in explana- 
tion,’’ or **for correction,’’ or ‘* justi- 
fying himself ‘personally.”’ 

The House is compesed of men most 
of whom are much younger than most 
of our National representatives, or else 
men’s hair stays on their heads here 
longer than.in America. They looked 
as young as does our Massachusetts 
House; another point of the strong re- 
semblance I noticed between these two 
bodies. I regard the habits and the 
oratory of our House as of the very 
best, so that in this comparison I am 
expressing my high appreciation of my 
new friends here. 

[t is impossible to see what this Gov- 
ernment has done and: is trying to do 
without conceiving a very high respect 
for its leaders, and -without great sym- 
pathy for themt and hope for their aif 
cess. They are trying to straighten 
their finances, really to improve jut# 
prudence, and to carry Spain forward 
as fast as they can: The @ifficulties are

Breaking Colts. 


Let your colt know that you are 
master—but be a good master—and half 
aes work in breaking is done. But 

fore you are master of the colt, be 
sure you are master over yourself; this 
at all times, so that you do not lose your 
temper. Your temper gone, you will 
abuse your animal, and the poor thing 
will not understand the reason why. 
Losing one’s temper in so important a 
work is very hurtful. If you think it 
will not matter—that it will be all for- 

otten—then you are sadly mistaken’ 
it will not be forgotten, but will con- 
stantly act as a reminder of the un- 
trusworthiness of the man. Begin 
early with your colt, and never con- 
tradict yourself to hin, and he- will 
think it is all right; that he has to do 
what-you require of him. What you do 
inthe way of teaching or breaking, do 
it gradually—mildly, of course—and 
with confidence; this will inspire con- 
fidence in return. Thus get him used 
to the harness, saddle, etc., by degrees, 
fitst by part of the harness, and so on. 
By and by he will have reached the full 
attainment, and he will hardly know 
how, only that he is to abide by it; it 
will be seen as a matter of course. But 
if a vicious fit takes him while training, 
ou must hold him as with a vise, and 
et him know that resistance is entirely 
useless. Flinch once and he will want 
you to flinch again, and he will en-° 
deayor, and harder than before, to have 
it so; but if he have no excuse, the way 
will soon be clear to you. Make your 
colt know what you want of him as a 
horse. He is an instrument, and you 
are to fashion him as you want him. 
If for farm work, not for a trotter; if 
for a trotter, not for a racer. If you 
want him for heavy farm work alone, 
he must be treated somewhat differently 
from what is necessary for a mere road- 
ster, and vice versa. Fora saddle horse 
or a lady's horse, you want something 
different still. If he is high tempered 
you must treat him differeatly from a 
horse with a mild disposition, and so on. 
You must know your horse, and know 
what you want him for; then make him 
such; shape the instrument to your 
purpose. Begin early, at birth is not 
too early; hints and signs have an 
effect—and these go through life. 

We have given general directions; 
special rules cannot be given, as it 
would require for almost every animal 
special treatment, so various are the 
manifestations of horses, particularly 
the different breeds and almost innu- 
merable varieties. 

There is not much to do to train a 
horse; we have mentioned most; but it 
takes time and patience to do it. It 
must be gradual, growing work. The 
colt must grow in his training, as in his 
years; it will be nature with him then, 
and ke will want to do that only; in fact 
he knows only to do that—this makes 
him reliable. The man who is a hu- 
mane and intelligent man has made 
him so; and he will treat him with dis- 
cretion, work him what he can really 
bear, and what mainly he loves to do. 
He will, therefore, wear at least a third 
longer. He will do good service till a 
ripe old age, while others with hard 
treatment are worn out at what should 
be their prime. 

Take pains to thoroughly and com- 
err break your colt, and then by 
‘kind handling keep him so. Let no one 
| interfere with your work; or, if not fit- 
| ted yourself for the work, get someone 
' that is qualified to assist you. A horse 
'is worth it; or if not, he is not worth 
having.—Cor. Indiana Farmer.

The Season and Planting. 

The season of 1882 will long be re- 
membered for untimely frosts, continued 
cold weather and deluging rains. These 
have not been confined to any particu- 
lar portion of the West,but it is general, 
so that the opening spring, which prom- 
ised everything that could be desired, 
has given later anything but what was 
expected. The winter was mild; wheat 
wintered admirably, except that in some 
instances it was too rank. From all 
that we can learn half a crop wiil be all 
that may be expected. Spring wheat 
and oats were late in being sown, and 
have grown slowly, and continued wet 
weather has prevented proper growth, 
but yet seems not to have seriously in- 
jared the crop; as a whole the injury 
has been confined to particular portions 
of farms and to particular localities. 

The worst feature in the season, how- 
ever, is that continued rains have pre- 
vented. the: planting, or when planted, 
the cultivation of corn. It is true that 
disabilities of a season are always over- 
rated. Asa rule the worst view of the 
season 13 apt to be taken by farmers, 
and naturaily so. If the soil is wet it ig 
always concluded to. be disastrously so. 
If too dry crops are burning up. If 
frost strikes ‘the blossoms, fruit is en- 
tirely killed; while succeeding days show 
perhaps that a full crop is left. Thus 
this season the outcome of iruit now 
promises fully half a full crop, or more, 
except as to early blossoming varieties; 
the severest loss being strawberries, and 
next peaches. Winter wheat will proba- 
bly make halfs full crop, which means 
almost or quite an averagecrop. The 
damage early anticipated from destruc- 
tive insects will prove next to nothing. 
For the weather that was bad for crops 
was fatal to insect life. So far there: 
seems no cayse for being disheartened 
over small grains, a3 a whole. 

In relation to corn the matter is more 
serious. Our great corn years are those 
when the corn may be planted early 
and cultivated right along. Dry sea- 
sons give better crops‘than wet ones,the 
best seasons being moderately dry warm 
springs, followed by warm, rather moist 
weather during June and July. Asa 
rule corn planted in June does not make 
a full crop fo ripen on the stalk, but if 
cut up at the time of the first frost, it 
will ripen sound. ; 
and warm, the June plantings may 
ripen perfectly on the stalk, but this 
may not be expected.— Prairie Farmer.

The Chronometer. 


In 1714 the British Government au- 
thorized its Board of Longitude to offer 
rewards of £10,000, £15,000 and £20,000 
sterling to any one who should construc\ 
ander nay ase that a bg spe the 
longitude within sixty, forty and thirty 
ails venbeotively. <iis stlgadhabed the 
inventive genius of John Harrison, and 
in 1735 he brought to the Board a 
watch, which he also showed to Halley, 
the Astronomer Royal; to Graham, the 
celebrated instrument maker, and to 
others. Through their influence he was 
allowed to proceed in a Government 
vessel to Lisbon to test it, and the result 
was so satisfactory that the Board gave 
him £500 to carry out further improve- 
ments. Harrison worked at the subject 
with the utmost perseverance, and after 
making several watches went to Lon- 
don in 1761 with one which he consid- 
ered very perfect. His son, William 
Harrison, .was sent on a voyage to Ja- 
maica to test it, and on his return to 
Portsmouth, in 1762, the watch 
was found to have lost only one 
minute, fifty-four and a half seconds. 
This was surprisingly accurate, as it 
determined the longitude within eighteen 
amiles, and Harrison claimed the full re- 
ward of £20,000 sterling. .After some 
further trials, £10,000 of it was paid to 
him in 1765, and the remainder in 1767, 
after he had written such a description 
of his invention as would enable other 
artists to copy it.—N. Y. Herald. 
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—The mountains of Swain County, 
in Western North Carolina, are said ta 
be of solid marble, red, pink, plaided, 
and black. ;
